From that time till the year 1177. our Eccleſi- 
aſtical Hiſtorians make little mention of the Abiſſins, 
or ahy affairs of that Church: except Calviſiss 1n his 
Opere chron. an.Chr.4

But in the forementioned year 1177. Pope Alexan- 
der the III. was informed by one of his Phyſicians, 
named Peter,then newly returned out of Erhiopia;that 
the 4biſſi» Emperor expreſſed himſelf very well in- 
clined to the Church of Rome, and deſirous of being 
reconciled to her Communion ; for which purpoſe he 
requeſted-his Holineſs to entertain ſome of his -ſub- 
jects in'Rome, where. they might conveniently be 
brought up and inſtruced in theprinciplesof the 'Ro+ 
man Faith.” This propoſal was readily embraced by 
the Pope, and the better to promote and encourtge 
the deſigned Union he appointed them a certain houſe 
with a Chappel dedicated to S.' Srephen, (cituate be- 
hind the Quire of S.Peter's for their Accommodation.

And to further this Deſign, which had (ſo auſpi- 
cious a beginning, Innocent the 1V7h. ſent divers of

Afterwards, Eupgenius the 1Vth. having in the 
Council of Ferrara reconciled [| at leaſt as was pre- 
tended ]the Greeks, Irmenians, and Copties ;[ that no- 
thing might be wanting to compleat [a glorious an 
acqueſt, {ent expreſs meſſengers to Zers Facob then 
raigning in Ethiopia, by whom he did earneſtly invite 
and (olicit him toenter into the CatholickCommunion: 
And he being lothto fruftrate ſo tedious and charge- 
able an Embaſly (eſpecially ſince 'twas the firſt made 
into thoſe parts by an European Prince ) ſent ſome of 
his ſubjects to Rome, where they did not only-comple- 
ment the Pope, but in their Emperor's name made a 
Confeſſion of Faith according to the Articles receiv d 
and eſtabliſh'd in the Church of Rowe ; and thereupon 
carried back with them Letters of Unjon from his Ho- 
lines, as the Acts of that Council ſignifie, which was 
continued at Florence and ended in Kome ; in the cloſe 
whereof this great affair was tranſaced, a little be- 
fore the death of Pope Exgenivs. But the ſhort continu- 
ance of that fair corre[pondence, and the few as. of 
Unjon or Obedience-put in practice thereupon, ..may 


' ſufficiently -evidence.tothe worlt that what the * +- 


thiopiay Monarchs did of this nature in their Trant- 

actions with the Popes of Rowe, was never heartily 

approved or generally entertained by their ſubjects. 
About this time ohn the: Il, King of Portugal, de- 
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ſirous to make ſome new diſcoveries [| that might em- 
ploy and inrich his Subjets, whoſe experience and ſuc- 
cels inthe Art of Navigation extended their Renown 
and Dominion farther toward the Eaft than any other 
People of Exrope in that Age, ] reſolved to ſend ſome 
able perſons with his Credential Letters, ( as to the 
moſt remarkable Provinces thergghputs,ſo eſpecially) 
tothe Emperor of Ezhiopia 3 that, ( if noother Ad- 
vantage ſhould accrue thereby ) he might at leaſt be 
gratified with a more exact Information concerning: 
thoſe parts of the World? In this enterpriſe, 4/phon- 
ſas a Paviaand Johannes Petrus a Covitham, both Por- 
tugueſes, were the chief: They began their Voyage 
from Libor on the 7th of May, 1486: and having pail- 
ed through Neapolu, Egypr, Tor, and Suaquem, at laſt 
Tehannes ( Alphonſus being dead by the way ) arrived 
at the Imperial Court of &rhiopia, where then raigned 
Alexander, who was Succeſſor to Bete Mariam the fon 
of Zera Facob, by whom they were entertained with 
all demonſtrations of Humanity and Kindneſs: eſpe- 
cially Johannes Petrus who grew into-ſo much Favor 
and eſteem there, that he was never permitted to re- 
turn into his own Countrey., He therefore om:tted 
not, upon all fair Occaſions which his abode and inr 
tereſt in that Court allowed him, to diſcourſe of the 
great Atchievements happily undertaken and accom- 
pliſh'd by the Crown of F ortugal ; the relation where- 
of (0 pon the mind of Hellez the (s; that 
ſhe re ot ſatisfied till an Embaſſy, was ſent to con- 
clude a League of Friendſhip with Emanzel,who then- 
late on the Throne of his Father K. Fob» degeaſed.

recommended from a Monaſtery which they then had 
in Jeruſalem, ;

Theſe Embaſladors left Erhiopia in the Monthof 
April, 42, 1526, and arrived at»Lzsboz in July the fame 
year. But Francis Alvarez came not to Kome till the . 
29th. of Fanuary, 4x,1533. at which time he deliver'd 
the Ethiopian Letters ro the Pope (then Clemens the 
VIIh. ) whocauſed them to be read in the preſence 
of that puiſſant Emperor Charles the Vth. and many 
other Worthies. 

King Emanuel was very deſirous this friendly cor- 
reſpondence, already fo well initiated, might be 
brought to pas ; and though he did not live to 
ſee his Withes fully anſwerd, yet this deſign of his

fitted to reconcile the Abi/iz Church to the Roman 
Faith; and toprevent diſlention among them, 7 ir 
was ordered and agreed that upon the death of Nu»- 
nius, Qviedss ſhould ſucceed in the Charge and Dig- 
Nity of Patriarch, ; 

Oa this occaſion the King of Portage wrote toClau- 
dius; and ſodid Ignatius Loyola, whoſe Epiſtle may 
be ſeen in the Hiſtory of the Feſ#its. However thele 
Letters were not ſent by the three above-named, bur 
being conveyed to Petrus Maſcarenius then Vice-Roy 
'of India, hetranſmitted them to the Ethiopian Court 
by the hands of three other perſons, that they might 
ſound the Emperors Inclinations before the Patriarchs 
arrival: But Claudins ( having already received the 
aids he deſired ) had changed his mind in the matter 
of Religion, intending nothing leſs than to admit of 
the Alteration he had propoſed, ſo that, when the 
Reman Fathers came to preſs for Audience, he'ſent 
them word, he had neither Need to receive the In- 
ſtruction, nor-Will to obey the Authority of the 
Churchof Rome; nay, fo averſe were his Nobles to

the receiv'd Opinions and Cuſtoms of 'the _Abifin 
Church. Hereupon Oviedws wrote a confutarion of 
their Errors and preſented it tothe Emperor, who 
made him'no other reply thereunto than what might 
ſuffice to ſignifie his tirm Reſolution of adhering to 
the Principles of his Forefathers. KS 

But theſe repeated altercations having rendred the 
Biſhop's preſence ingrateful at Court,he tound it high 
time to retire with his Companions to ſome place of 
greater privacy, where they omitted not their uſual 
Induſtry and utmoſt endeavours to reduce the 4bi/ir 
Chriſtians to the Docrine and Rites of the Roman 
Church ; whereupon the Emperor not only ſent him 
a ſevere check and prohibition, but ( had not ſome 
of the Nobles interpos'd their intereſt and Argu-

rerended tothe Crown as nearer in Bloud, reinforc'd 
his ſcatter'd Troops, and with 'his victorious Arms. 
deprived Facob at once of his Life and Soveraignty, 
onthe 10th. of March, ax. 1607, This Prince Facob 
hadtwo ſons, who ( upon'their Fathers overthrow )- 
fled for their ſecurity; the one was named Cofmes ;. 
the other, Zega Chriſtus, who, after he had d. 
out of the . 454/iz Territories, travelled to Fernſalem, 
thence he-went to Kowe, after 'ithat he came ro Paris, 
and intheenddyet at Rue!, 0.1648, 

Suſnejos, who was a)Prince noleſs renowned for- 
his Vertues: than his :Succefles, dividetthe Govern- 
ment of his'three principal Kingdoms, Hmhare, 4b #y- 
amiaer, and Tigra, between his three Brethren, and. 
Gorgors he committed tothe charge of a certain-Duke, 
in whom he much confided. And having thus difpoſed / 
the places of greateſt Truſt into ſafe hands, he 'was 
the better able coſuppreſs all Tumultuary InſurreRi- 
ans in the bud, and-providefor the peace and ſafety - - 
of. his Empire, which was much eſtabliſhed by his. 
abſolute Conqueſt of a neighbouring enemy, that 
often infeſted his Dominions, called-the Gale. Theſe 
were a People inhabiting between the Kingdom of. 
Balc and the Sea, generally eſteemed the Race of thole - 
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Jews that were ifrecoverably diſperſed by Selmanaſ- 
ſar, Nebuchadnezzar, Titus, Adrian,and Severns,who, 
as they accidentally fell into thoſe parts, aſſociated to- 
gether, and from {mall deſpiſed beginnings grew up 
1ato a conſiderable body, which proved troubleſome 
Cif not formidable) to the neighbouring Princes ; 
though by their long abode in that Climate, they are 
now become black. 

Ethiopia being thus at reſt on every ſide, Snſnejos 
[ reſolves to improve thoſe Halcyon-days in propa- 
gating the Faith hitherto concealed in his own 
Breaſt, and for this purpoſe } calls the Roman Fathers, 
acquainting them with his _ to be reconciled to 
the Church of Rome, and expreſſing himſelf ready to 
let the Pope and King of Portugs! know his Intentions 
by Letters, which he would have ſent without the 
privity of his Nobles. But the Fathers adviſing the 
contrary, he conſulted them in this Afﬀair, though 
little to his ſatisfaRtion, they being utterly averſe to 
his Propoſal: However ( notwithſtanding their 
diſſent ) he reſolutely proceeds, and [| following his 
own lence ] wrote to Paul! the Vth, on the 14th. of 
Odober, 1607. and to the King of Portugal on the 

10th, of December, the ſame year, in which Letters

EF a 
After this Speech was ended, the Emperor took an ©

This great Revolution was tranſacted on the eleventh 
day of February, in the year 1626, 

n purſuance of the Oath he had lately taken, Suſ- 
w#ejos required his Subjects to renounce their ancient 
—_ and Way of Worſhip : But the major part 
of them were fo obſtinate in their Old Principles, 
and their Soveraiga ſo reſolute to reduce them to the 
New, that the whole Empire ( lately flouriſhing in 
Peace and Tranquillity ) was transformed into a diſ- 
mat ſcene of Opprefſion and Violence, being filled 
with the bloud and ſlaughter of its native Inhabitants, 
inſomuch that the number of ſufferers in this = 
rel of Religion did not ſeldom amount to four thou- 
ſand in a day. | 
 Thisgrand ſucceſs of the Rowen Cauſe was with all 
convenient ſpeed certified to the Pope, then rbaz the 
VIII-h. who ( not a little pleaſed with ſuch acceptable 
tidings) wrote gratulatory Letters to the F rhiopian 
Patriarch A/phonſus : dated at S. Peter's in Rowe the 
4th. of March,1628, and the fifth year of his Papacy.

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[ Suſnejos in the mean time was not-idle, but like 
a vigilant and reſolute Champion of the Faith he had 
ſolemnly eſpouled, ſent forth his Troops to prevent 
the danger of thoſe Tumults, hoping to cruſh them 
ere they could be in a poſture to- make head againſt 
him, though the ſuccels did not anſwer his Expecta- 
tion: For ] the Vice-Roy, to-whole Valour and Con- 
du heentruſted that Campaign, and many Catho- 
lick Nobles who fought under his Banner, fell in ſun- 
dry Battles ; ſo that by the unhappy iſſue of theſe 
Inteſtine Wars the Catholick Cauſe daily declined,and 
upon the rumor of their loſſes the adverſe party pro- 
portionably encreaſed both in ſtrength and number. 
Hereupon they firſt demand Liberty to celebrate 
their Mals after the Rites preſcribed inthe Liturgy of 
their Fore-fathers: This being readily aſſented to, 
the ſucceſs emboldned them topreſs with greater vi- 
gor and earneſtneſs for the Reſtitution of all their 
other Opinions and Priviledges. And whereas the 
Roman Fathers ſeemed the ſole Obſtrucors of their 
delired Liberty, they never gav@the Emperor any 
reſpit from their clamorous addrefles till. he conde- 
ſcended torid the Court of the Patriarch and his Go- 
operators, whereupon {_ being as well wearied by 
their Importunity as terrified by their Power] he 
commanded the Fathers to return to Maigeagus:

The Reaſons of the peoples implacable animoſity 
againſt the Fathers, which procured their EjeQion, 
were not ( it ſeems) well underſtood in Europe, till 
a certain Abiſſin named Abbas Gregorius, and. he a 
Catholick, being weary of the Commotions occali- 


Grand Cairo, then to. Jeruſalem, and after that to 
Rome, where he gave an Account of the whole mat- 
ter upon Oath before Dox Pedro Lippa, then Secreta- 
ry to the Colledge de propagend2 fide, 

And Erne#us Duke of Saxony, hearing: of this 
Abiſſmns Arrivaland Depoſition, immediately ſent an 
Expreſs to invite him to his Court, that he might be 
informed in a more particular manner from his own 
mouth. However, not being fully ſatisfied with his 
Relation, he ſent Wanſleben ( my Author ) into Egype, 
ax. 1663, to. procure the beſt information he could 
from ſuch as came down from Ezhiopia. to Grand 
Cairo. | 

Now of the Abiſſzns Relationand the Author's En- 
quiry, this he gjves us as the ſum and ſubſtance.

ſtoms; ) nay, his Pride was ſuchthat he would not. 
giveany Ethiopian, of what eſtate ordegree ſoever, 
the reſpe& due to his place orquality ; whereof this. 
may ſerve for one ſignal inftance. S»ſnejos, on-ſome- 
fpecial occalion, ſent his Son and. Succeiſor to oak;

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| with the Patriarch, into whoſe preſence at the ſame 
inſtant came a Lay-brother of the Order ; to the later 
he appointed a Chair, [_ as a mark of Honor, | per- 
mitting the Heir apparent in the mean time to ſtand 
before him [_ without making him the leaſt Tender 
of the like Civility. ] Nor did he put aleſs affront - 
upon the Empreſs her ſelf, [. when ſhe had as much 
Need as Reaſon to expet a more obliging Treat- 
' ment; ] for, whereas the Emperor had granted /- 
Pgratt. phonſus and the Fathers of his Society the ſame Caſtle, 
- wherein hepreſerved his Treaſure, for their Security 
in the time of the Rebellion; they ingratefully denied 
admiſſion to his Royal Conſort, when ( in a great 
, apprehenſion of imminent danger ) ſhe fled thither 
* for Refuge. And(olittle did he countenance the Na- 
tivesof that Countrey, that he would neither allow 
any of the 4bi/jins [ though zealous Aſſertors of the 

Romen Catholick Profeſhon)] the dignity of Hol 
Orders, nor permit them to accompany him in choſs 
journeys which he rode on Horſe-back, except they 
would ſubmic to walk by him on foot, like ſo many 
Lacquies. | 
{ But, beſides theſe perſonal diſreſpeRs, there 
were many other Provocations, of a more hainous na- 
ture,. which moved the 46i/izs to hate and expel the 
Feſuits, as enemies to the Publick Weal, in plotting 
the Subverſion as well of the Civil as Eccleſiaſtical 
Government, not content to Triumph in the Ruine 
of their Church, without improving that to the Diſlo-

ten.to carry on the Treaſon, ] which were ſeaſonably 


intercepted. . 
Under the pretence of building Churches and Col- 


h ledges, they raiſed Fortifications and ſtrong-holds in 


many advantageous parts of the Countrey. 

And a vaſt quantity of Inſtruments for the ereing 
of Mounds and Bulworks, with other warlike pre- 
parations, were (upon a ſtrict ſearch ) found in their 
houſes. 

In ſhort, they did inordinately enrich themſelves 
and were intolerably inſolent ; which firſt bred a- 
mong the 46:/7zs a ſuſpicion, that they rather aimed 
at the Gold and Government of Erhtopia, than the 
ſalvation of its Jahabitants. 

Upon this diſcovery, the Roman Cauſe dyed toge- 
ther with S#ſnejos ; for no ſooner was his ſon Faſt- 
lades advanced to the Throne, bur he reſolved to ex- 
pel the Catholick Fathers out of his Dominions; and 
tothe more violent as well as ſpeedy execution of this 
Reſolve he was not a little quickned by a meſſage 
from a neighbouring King, who, ( being both Po- 
tent and Wealthy) threatned to invade Bm unleſs 
he gave his Subjects liberty to worſhip God accord- 
ing tothe Rites of their Anceſtors. Having therefore 
granted the. Patriarch forty ſervants, Letters of ſafe 
Condu&, and licence to tranſport whatſoever his Fa- 
ther had beſtowed upon him; he ſtrictly injoyns 
him and all the Romer Fathers to depart the Empire 
withoutdelay, [ and by publick Decree makes it a 
Capital Offence for any of them to be found in hi 
Territories on any pretence whatſoever. ] | 

After their departure, he immediately prohibits

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tholick 4biſixs of all their Honors and Charges; com: 


| pelsthem both by Threats and Puniſhments 40 re- 


ſume their former Opinions; and in the Province of

- number of Abiſſins and Portugueſes ran the lame Fate 


[ for their Obſtinacy, ] and among others Biſhop 
Apollinaris ; nor did he ſpare his own Uncle, Ras Se- 
cla Chriſtus, then ſeventy years old, but condemned 
him to a tedious impriſonment. 

In a word, Ssſnejos the Father was not more zea- 
Jous and active to plant the Romazy Faith in A4biſſinia, 
than Ffilades his Son and Succeſſor was to extirpate 
and aboliſh it. 

As ſoon as theſe affairs were throughly made 
known and impartially ſtated at Rome ; the Colledge 
de propaganda fide | upon mature conſideration of 


their ill ſucceſs and its as juſt as apparent occaſion 
reſolve to lay aſide the Feſuits as —_— inſtru- 


ments for that enterpriſe, and in their ſtead made 
choice of ſome Religious perſons of the Order of 
MendicantFriers to manage their deſign uponErkiopia, 
Accordingly certain Capuchins (namely Jgat-Angelus 
and Caſſianws ) were deputed for that Charge, and 
order'd to proceed on their journey thither, 4», 1636. 

While theſe things were tranſacted in [:a/y, the 


- Patriarch of Alexandria ( at the Requeſt of Faſilades, 


who in the year 1634. had re-{etled his Empire in 
its priſtine State and Condition ) had ordained one 
Arminius a Copti, of the Monaſtery of S. Macarius, 
Metropolitan of Ezhiopie, according to the ancient 
uſage 3 whom the [:a/:an Friers, upon their arrival 
at Grand Cairo, found ready to depart to his new 


Charge, 
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Charge, as ſoon as he ſhould receive the Patriarch's 
Benediction and his Letters Patents: and under- 
ſtanding that they were alſo deſigned for 46iſſinsa, 


he made the Fathers a civil invitation to be his Com- 
nionsin Travel; but Arminius having obtained 


is diſpatches before they were fitted for ſo great a 


jouraey, proceeds on his way without them. | 

At the (ame time there was in Cairvone Peter Hey- 
ling, a Lutheran of Labec, who, for his better ſecurt- 
ty among the Roman Catholicks, paſſed under the

profeſs the Inftrugion of: Youth inthe Grech and He- 


brew tengues,. wherein he quickly became fo famous. 


that even the principal: Nobility accounted it a fin- 
gular, priviledge to- have: their Sons educated' under 
his Tuition ; ſorthat he might eaſily have amaſſed a 
very.contuderable Treaſure, had he been diſpoſed to 


accept or hoord up all the Gratuities that were offer'd 


hier +. But: he either — refuſed the Preſents 
when tendered, or elfe. (in cale they. were urgently 
preſied upon him) liberally 


diſtributed theover plus 
_ among- - 
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among the poor ; [ after he had made himſelf a ver 
moderate allowance out of it for Food and Raiment.] 
A ſufficient evidence [ as my Author notes 7 of his 
great Abſtinence or ſelt-denial. 

Theſe remarkable qualities and endowments could 
not long brook the concealment of a private life, bur 
brake out into ſuch an advantageous report of him 
as reached the Emperors Ears, and won him ſo high 
an eſteem at Court that [_ after ſome Trial had been 
made of his Capacity for publick employments 7] he 
was by large ſteps and degrees quickly raiſed to the 
principal Charge of the Empire, in which great 
Office and Truſt he acquitred himſelf with ſuch a 
prudent addreſs, that his Great Maſter obliged him 
( with a courteous violence ) to accept of a Revenue 
and Attendance equal to the Chief of the Nobility, 
with a moſt delightful Apartment in a place (accoun- 
ted the Paradiſe of E#hiopia)) called Genete Chriftos ; 
yea, and deſigned him, as 'tis commonly and poſt- 
tively affirmed, his own Daughter in marriage. 

Peter Heyling finding himſelf fo deeply intereſted 
inthe Prince's Favour and Aﬀed@ion, began to-re- 
mind his Imperial Majeſty of all thoſe deplorable 
Troubles wherein his Dominions had been ſo'often 
involved [ ( eſpecially in the days of his Father, ) 
and ſo effeually repreſented to him that thoſe 
dreadfuf Commotions and all their pernicious con- 
ſequences } were ſolely occafioned by the Jeſuits, 
and Popiſh Emiſſaries, ' warning him of the ſudden ap-

of the Virgin e Mary her (elf, as repugnant to true 
Religion and the Holy Scriptures; - having on the 
ſame account privately forbidden his Scholars to uſe 
their ordinary Forms of Prayer direed to her. This 
begat him much ill will and great oppoſition among 
the Nobles; for all the 4bi/ins have a very great 
Reverence for the Holy Virgin : To expreſs their 
diſguſt therefore, they firſt withdrew their Sons 
from his Tuition; and after that, made uſe of their 
beſt Argumentsand Intereſt with the Emperor not 
only to remove him from Court but out of his Do- 
minions alſo, who hereupon having gently admo- 
nithed him | at leaſt to be filent and connive at their 
Cuſtoms, if. he could not conform tothem ] without 
efteR, orders him to quit his Territories for a time, 
ss the beſt expedient to avoid the dangerous efforts 
of popular fury. ;

with tome other adjacent places. Their arrival there 
did very much revive and comfort P. Antonius de 
Petra, { rill then diſconſolate in that melancholy So- 

litude wherein the death of Virgolts had left him. } 
Soon after they held a Conſultation there concern- 
ing the method and poſſibility of their gaining en- 
trance into Abifinis, whereupon they reſolved firſt 
to ſound the Emperor's inclinations by Letters, and 
theſe they wrote by the Aid of a certain Catholick 
Abifſin named Gragey,. who had been [_ graced with 
the ſingular being ] ordained a Prieft by 
the Patriarch A/phonſus Mendez. 
But theſe Letters, being deliveredto —_— at 
that unhappy junure of time when the Mahometan 
Door was in Ezhiopis, put-him-into ſuch a rage, 
that he preſently diſpatched a Meſſenger to the Palha, 
then reſident in S#4quem, requeſting him to kill all 
the Religious men 1n his Iſle, and (to render this 
cruel demand the more prevalent) promiled 1 50. 
Ounces of Gold for his Reward. *' This taking pro- 
poſal was readily accepted by the covetous Paſha 
( Succeſſor to him that brought the Fathers thither 
from Cairo) who [_ to purchale both the Money and 
Favaur of ſo Potent a Neighbour J cut off their heads 
almoſt as ſoon as the 4biſis Meflenger arrived ; for, 
[_ without any further warning or legal Proceſs, J they 
wereexecuted in the Evening of that very day where- 
in the Emperor's Letters came to his'hands, which is 
ſaid to be the Feaſt of the 4dannnciation, ax. _ 
$125 4 rom . 
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From that time till the year 166g. the Rowen 
Colledge,[ upon thele apparent hazards and diſcourage- 
ments, ] quitted their Deſigns of propagating the 
Catholick Faith in Ethiopia during the Raign of Fafi- 
lades: but then, having News of his death, upon 
ſome hopes or intimation that his Succeflor was 
leſs rigorous towards the Roman Catholicks, they re- 
ſumed their former Intentions, and made choice of 
theſe three Prieſts to be their Emiſſaries, Don An- 
tonio de Andradas a Native of Ethiopia, and two Fa- 
thers of the Order of St. Franc; who [ in Obedi- 
ence to the DireRors of their Miſſion, fo diligently 
proſecuted their Journey, that without any remark- 
able impediment they} arrived at Swdquem,the unfor- 
tunate Iſle aforenamed, as their laſt Letters intimate; 
[ where we muſt leave them and their Enterpriſe, 
till my Author, or ſome other able Pen, ſhall give 
us a further Account of its Succeſs. ]
